August 10. —Lewis Hexiner, who lately turned 
Turk, went by order of the Bashaw, and told capt. 
Bainbridge, the particulars of the two late actions. 
The Bashaw informed me that the late commander 
of the schooner Vixen, lieut. Smith, was commo- 
dore of the gun-boats in the late action, aiid was 
killed by a musket-shot through his head. Our men 
complained of being drove and beat about at an un- 
merciful rate, in consequence cf which they peti- 
_troned the Bashaw, in the following terms ; 
Jo bis Exceliency the Grand Bashaw of Tripoli, 
The petition of the w hole of the American prison- 
ersmost humbly sheweth. 
That your humble petitioners, when doing, with 
all their power, as they are commanded, are most 
cruclly beaten by our wardens, stoned, insulted, and 
spit wpon by the soldiers and others; required to 
carry burtheas impossible for us to sustain, and 
chased and bruised, until we are or soon shall be, 
unable to labor ar all. 
From the many acts of justice, kindaess end ge- 
‘perotity we have experienced from your excellenc,, 
we cannot suppose that such conduct is authorized 
“Dy your commands; or that we should be punished 
for what is outof our power to perfurni ; or for the 
sections of others, which we have no agency in, and 
which we cannot prevent. 
Returning your exccllency our sincere and hum- 
bie thanks for your bounty and privileges heretofore 
shewn, and relying on your goodness fur protection, 
‘therefore, most humbly pray, that your excel- 
im, would inwerpose your royal lei: and 
grant usa speedy relief. And your petitioners, as 
in duty bound, will remain your excel.ency’s most 
huimble, faithful aud obedient servants.

August 17.--The Bashaw informed me that fif- 
teen Americans were found drifted ashore to the 
westward of the town, and that one of them was 
an officer, With an epaulet on the right shoulder.— 
We supposed they were men who were destroyed 
by the explosion of the gun-boat, in the late engage- 
ment. LI asked permission to go with two or three 
of our men and bury them : and the Bashaw told 
me I might go the next day. Our squadron lay ac 
anchor off the harbor. The mbhabitants had chic fl) 
moved out of the town, through fear of anothe: 
bombardment ; and the Bashaw ate, drank ana 
slept in his bomb-proof room. Several tribes ot 
the back-country inhabitants had lately come in 
and offered their services to the Bashaw— in ail, 
not more than one-thousand mer. Many of them 
had muskets without locks, but had a sort of match 
to put fire to them. They were almost naked, 
half starved, and without discipline. When they 
are going to battle, or appear before the Bashaw, 
they run to and fro, shaking 
over their heads, all crying Holeouwt Buoy ? (lam 
my father's son.) Every tribe has a priest, or what 
they call Marabewt, whose badge isa small green 
flag, which is carried in his hand or stuck up at 
his tent, ‘They prevend great skill in prophecy, 
in which the people put the utmost faith.

demanded justice. The Bashaw then feund out by 
a boy, who accompanied the murderer when he com- 
mitted the crime, the particulars of the affair ; and 
immediately sent a hle of men and ordered them to 
prevent any person from carrying food or drink to 
the murderer. ‘They watched hrm until night, when 
he Bashaw sent his Marabewt, who coaxed him 
away, brought him to the castle, and confined him 
in irons. ‘The next day the Bashaw called his Divan, 


when it was decided that the prisoner was guilty of 


viliul murder, and ought to suffer death. It ap- 
peared by the evidence and the confession of the 
risoner, that Mr Church had lent a sum of money 
to a Spanish carpenter in this place;—that Mr. 
Church had pressed him for payment; and that the 


carpenter's wife hired the Turk to kill Mr. Church 
for forty dollars. The villain took his watch from 
his pocket after he had shot him. The boy who

It 
was set ona table; and consisted of a large dish of 
boiled rice and stewed fowls, out of which we both 
ate, he with a wooden spoon, and 1 with a silver 
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one, without knife or fork. The prince’s geryant 
stood by him, and pulled the fowl in small pieces 
with his fingers, for the prince to eat. I made use 
of my fingers and teeth to get mine in pieces. Our 
dlessert was dates and watermelons. Our drink was 
Laghy, (or the fice of the date tree) which we 
drank out of a large gold cup. He shewed me the 
garden, and took great pains to entertain me. 

August 30.—A truce vras hell. took a ride up- 
on aimule, about eight iniles to the westward of the 
town, in company with my guide Hamet, a Turkish 
officer, and several footmen. I there saw a boat, 
which had drifted on shorg, with a dead mas, and 
several muskets and swords in ic. The man appear- 
ed t> have been shot through the bedy with a can- 
non bali, which had also pierced the bottom of the 
boat. The Turkish olficer collected about twenty 
Arabs, who hauled the boat upon the beach, drag- 
ged the dead man out of it, stripped him entirely 
naled, and left him oa the beach. I tried in vain 
to hire the Arabs to bury the body ; they said it was 
contrary to their religion to bury a Christian. 1 
asked permission to get him buried by our country- 
men, some of my fellow prisoners, but was refused 
I found that our men, who were destroyed by the 
explosion of the gun-boat oa the 9th inst. lay in a 
state of putrefaction on the beach. They were 
scatiered on the shore for miles, and were torn in 
pieces by dogs. The Bashaw had frequently prom- 
ised me that these men should be buried ; burt refused 
to let me take some of our mento go and bury 
them.

#s We sailed from Newport the 3ist of June, and 
in 26 days (during which we were constantly per- 
plexed with head winds and calms) we found our- 
selves in lat 36, N. and long. 37, W. On the eve- 
ning of the twenty-sixth, being thick and squally we 
were brought to by a French privateer of 14 guns ; 
eur Captam was ordered to get out his boat and 
come on board with his papers, which was immedi- 
ately complied with. Soon af:er they sent sig men 
armed, who took possession of the vessel and.order- 
ed us on board the privateer. Eight men, Mr. Ad- 
ayns the mate,and myself cinbarked in a small leaky 
skiff which the pirates sent for the purpose, for. 
bidding us to take our jolly boat, which was along 
side We had not proceeded far from thevvessel,
